On the 7th August, 1981, Shri Rajpal Singh, Inspector of 
Police, visited Village Saiia Agliat in connection with uhe 
investigation of a daeoit*' case, He received an infoima- 
tion at the spot that members of the four notorious gangs 
had assembled in village Pardhutipnr and were planning to 
commit a dacoity. Althougn he had a small posse ol force 
at his disposal, he took no lime in deciding to rush to the 
spot and face the gangsters bet ore they could get time to 
escape. 


At about 1400 hours when the police party consisting of 
Shri Kamta Pnasad Pande, Sub-Trispcctoj-, Shri Chhotey Lol, 
Constable, Shri Jagdish Prasad, Constable, Shri Bhikam 
Singh, Constable, Shri Amar Singh, Head Constable, PAC, 
Shri I,ala Ram Head Constable, PAC, Shri Prem Narain 
Gautam, Constable, PAC, and Shri Bas Deo, Constable, 
PAC, came at a place which was midway between Nadrala 
and Pardhonpur, the gangsters, about 40—45 in number, 
were seen moving away from the village. Shri R.aipal Singh 
chnllanged the dacoits who immediately answered by n heavy 
burst of fire. The gang increase its speed of retreat firing 
intermittently in order to keep the police force at bay. Un¬ 
deterred by the heavy filing of a formidable number of 
dacoits who were armed with sophisticaied weapons, Shri 
Rajpal Singh, Inspector, kept up the chase. Sensing a de¬ 
termined pursuit, the dacoits nin for shelter towards Nagla 
Param, Shri Rajpal Singh, Inspector, directed Shri Kamta 
Prasad Pande, Sub-Inspector, nlongwith other members of 
his party to take position on a roof top in village Nathua- 
pur from where the police party could dhect a steady fire 
on the fleeing dacoits. With the increase range between the 
police party and the gang of dacoits, Shri Riaijpal Singh, In- 
spetcor, decided to come down from the roof top and resume 
advance. As soon as the police party including Shri Kamta 
Prasad Pande, Shri Chhotey Lai, Shri Jagdish Prasad, Shri 
Bhikam Singh, Shri Anmr Singh, Shri Lala Ram, Shri Prem 
Narain Gautam and Shri Bas Deo crossed Mithoo Singh’s 
grove, it had I'o face a heavy burst of fire from the dacoits 
who were in ambush nearby. In this exchange of fire 
Constable Rakesh Kumar of PAC received a bullet injury 
in the initiial stages of the encounter and was shifted for 
medical treatment, Shri Rajpal Singh, Inspector, once again 
encouraged his men and they resumed the chase. He direct¬ 
ed a party of Sub-Inspectors and Constables lo move 1o- 
wnrds the south eastern direction while he himself with a 
handful of gallant jtawans crawled and occupied a position 
bel^d the cover of tall grass. From this position, the 
police fire proved so effective th.it three dacoits were killed 
at the spot while the fourth was injuied. Realising that 
further retreat would mean more loss of hands, the dacoits 
increased the volume of fire. They launched a desperate 
assault and opened fire simultaneously from all types of 
sophisticated weapons. As ill luck would have it, a group 
of dacoits got an advantageous cover on a slightly elevated 
grounds from where they could spot the police without ex¬ 
posing themselves directly to the police force. The dacoits 
exploited this favourable oppoitiinity and a last ditch battle 
ensued, In this gaUiant encounter the entire police party 
headed by Shri Rajpal Singh, Inspector, consisting of eight 
other officers and men were killed at the spot, 


In the encounter with the dacoits Shri Rajpal Singh, In¬ 
spector, Shri Kamta Prasad Pande, Sub-Inspector, Shri 
Chhotey Lai, Constable, Shri Jagdish Piasad, Constable, Shri 
Bhikam Singh, Constable, Shri Amar Sjngh, Head Consta¬ 
ble, PAC, Shri Lala Ram, Head Constable.

On the 31st March, USl, Shri Dhniv Lai Yadava 
Station Oftlcer. Kalpi, received ’ufonnation about the 
resence of a gang of daeoits in village Suroli in the 
oiise of Matndin. PS Kalpi, Distt, T.ahann. He immedia¬ 
tely collected police and PAC force and reached the spot. 
He divided the cniiic force into three parhes and riiftcr 
verifying the presence of daooits, he surrounded the house 
of Matadin. He chrlleagcd the dacoits to surrender but 
the dacoits responded by opening heavy fire, Shri Dhruv 
Lai Yadava, iji utter disiegard to his personal safety, 
crawled and approached very close to the place from 

where the dacoits were firing and started firing heavily on 
the dacoTs The dacoits also continued to fire and tried 
to ntn away by jumping from (he other .side of the house.

Shri Dhruv Lai Yadava also collected further intelligence

Baura, He promptly passed on the information to Shri 
Uma Shanker Bajpai, Supdt. of police, Jalaiin. He kept 
the village Gu)oU surrounded in a very strategic manner 
with a view to preventing escape of any dacoit. He con¬ 
tinued to hold this cordon under his leadership till Shri 
Bajpai rercb^d the spot and rc-inforced the deployment. 
Shri Dhruv T nl Yadava accompanied the remaining raiding 
party of Shri Bajpai and entered the house of Shiri Baura 
alongwith Shri Baipai He did not loss heart even after 
his fellow officers were injured and instead acted in a 
very brave and counigeous manner.

n. PurKtions of the Samlti 

The Sainitl would render advice to the Ministry of Food & 

Ohrfl Supplies and its attached and subordinate tmees etc. on 

tlm natlm relating to progressive use of Hindi for offlcial 


purposes and allied issues falling within the framework of 
the policy laid down oy the Ministry of Homo Affairs (De¬ 
partment of Official Language). 

lU. Tenure 

The term of the Samiti will remain the same as Indicated 
in the Resolution No, E-noil/23/80-Hindi, dated 3-8-1981, 
issued by the formerly Ministry of Civil Supplies (now De¬ 
partment of Civil Supplies) provided that:— 

(a) A member, who is a Member of Parliament, ceases 
to be a Member of the Samiti as soon as he ceases 
to be a Member of Parliament; 

(b) Ex-officio members of the Samiti shall continue as 
members as long as they hold office by virtue of 
which they are the members of the Samiti; 

(c) If a vacancy arises on the Samiti due to resignation, 
death etc, of a member, the member appointed In 
that capacity shall hold office for the residual term 

of three years. 

IV. General- 

(i) The Samiti may coopt additional members and 
invite experts to attend its meetings or appoint sub¬ 
committees as may -be considered necessary. 

(il) The Headquarters of the Samiti shall be at New 
Delhi but it may hold its meetings at any other 
station also. 

V. Travelling, and other allowances 

The non-official members will be paid travelling and dally 
allowances for attending the meetings of the Samiti and the 
Sub-Committee of the Samiti at the rates fixed by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India from time to time.
